Summary of Work:

The position is the distribution system operator for the Northwest Area Water Supply (NAWS) project, which currently
supplies drinking water from Minot to Berthold, Kenmare, and Upper Souris Water District. The position is
responsible of the operation and maintenance of the pipelines, reservoirs, pumps, motors and valves and appurtenances,
and water quality monitoring of a Class II water distribution system. There are several hundred air release and blowoff
vaults, four storage reservoirs, over 100 miles of pipeline ranging from 8”-36”, a pressure reducing station, and five



pump stations to be operated and maintained. There is active construction on new facilities and new communities and
water systems continue to be added. A portion of time will be monitoring new construction. In 2010 Mohall,
Sherwood, Burlington, West River Water District, and All Seasons Water District will be added as customers. This
position is the primary contact for addressing water quality issues with our customers and proper water quality
monitoring, testing and reporting. Must have ability to obtain a Class I Water Distribution System License issued by
the North Dakota Department of Health within 12 months of employment to be released from the probationary period.
Will need to obtain Class II certification within two years. Certifications levels must be gained as required by the
distributions system classification. Salary range covers entry level without certification to a Class IV Water
Distribution System License. The position is located in the Minot area and reports to the NAWS Project Manager in
Bismarck.
